The body of the “Father of Vic 
tory» » was placed beside that of his 
father in a little plot in Colombier 
just outside the villag e to rest for 
ever on his beloved Vendeean home 
Only members of the family and 
about twenty of his most intimate 
friends were present at the inter­ 
ment.

The conservative repub licans 
of Neb raska, b y making the most of his 
b olt of the repub lican national ticket in 
1928, can, if they find a strong candidate, 
make a stand against him. 
They prob ­

Néb raska. If they should accomplish his 
defeat in the primaries I should guess 
that he would run as a progressive with 
democratic support, says Clinton Whil- 
b ert in the New York Evening Post.
